Wily Filipino.Falls Into the Hands of

east coast of Luzon, north of Baler.

Hiding Place BetrayedJ 


The rebel chief's hiding place was 


revealed by a Filipino officer, 
who 


turned over to Governor General Mac- 
Arthur a letter from Aguinaldo. The 
letter ordered the Filipino officer ana 
other, leaders of the insurgent forces 
in southern Luzon 'to meet him at a 
designated 
rendezvous in 
Isabella 


province. 


General Funston at once proposed 


to lead an expedition to Isabella prov-, 
ince in an effort to Capture Aguinaldo. 
After much discussion Governor Gen- 
eral MaeArthur consented and the pre- 
parations were begun. 


Funston's Adroit Ruse. 


Funston's plan of operations was 


unique. After being landed on the east 
coast Funston and his four 'American 
companions were to play the .role of 
prisoners in the hands of the natives, 
who were to represent themselves to 
Aguinaldo as loyal Filipinos. 
When 


brought before Aguinaldo the latter 
was to be seized by Funston's native 
troops, made a prisoner and brqught 
to Manila. 


Funston's plans went through as 


well as they had been planned. Aguin- 
aldo fell Into the trap, was made a 
prisoner, and was brought to Manila 
in the gunboat Vicksburg, which.had 
remained cruising off the coast of Lu- 
zonAfor that purpose.

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BEBEFACTOR TO THE DAIRY WORLD; 


STATE HONORS DR. S. I. BABCOGK 


Bronze Medal of Honor Presented to Him at Madi- 


son Last Night—Speeches Made by Ogden H. 


Fethers and Other Notables. 


Madison, Wis., March 28.—In the 


presence of both houses of the legis- 
lature and with Governor La Follette 
presiding, Professor S. M. Babcock, 
professor of agricultural 
chemistry, 


assistant director and chief chemist 
of the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion of the university of Wisconsin, 
•was last night formally presented with 
the medal given to him by the state 
of Wisconsin for giving to the world 
his many inventions in dairy ma- 
chinery, particularly the 
Babcock 


milk test. 


^ 
The exercises were held in the as- 


sembly chamber in the presence of 
a large gathering including practic- 
ally the entire university faculty. The 
presentation speech was made by 
Ogden H. .Fethers of Janesville, Dr. 
Babcock making the reply. 


Other speeches were made by ex- 


Governor Wm. D. Hoard of Port At- 
kinson for the' state, Senator W. H. 
Hatton of New London, and Assem- 
blyman C. H. Gillman of Mondovi for 
the legislature and Professor W. .A. 
Henry, the dean of the agricultural 
college for the university. 


The medal is the largest ever struck 


In England, special machinery being 
required in its manufacture. 
It was 


purchased through an appropriation 
.made by the legislature two years 
ago. 


Babcock Born in 1843. 


Dr. Babcock is professor of agricul- 


tural chemistry in the agricultural 
college and 
assistant director and 


chief chemist of Agricultural Experi- 
mental Station. He was born in 1843 
at Bridgewater, N. Y., and graduated 
from the Clinton Liberal Institute in 
1862, and from Tuft's college, Mass., 
1866, with the degree B. A. 
From 


1872 to 1875 he was a student in chem- 
istry at Cornell university. 
In 1876 


•he began advanced chemical work at 
Goettingen, Germany, 
taking-his Ph. 


D. degree in 1879. 
He was. instruct- 


or in chemistry in Cornell university 
from 1875 to 1877, and again in 1881- 
82. 
In 1882 he was appointed chem- 


ist of the New York State Agricultur- 
al Experiment station, Geneva, serv- 
ing until 1888, when he acepted a sim- 
ilar position in the University of 'Wis- 
consin in the Agricultural college. 
•In June, 1900 Dr. Babcock was made 
assistant director of the -Wisconsin 
Agricultural Experiment ;station. 


An Important Discovery, 


In 1897 in conjunction with Dr. Rus- 


sell there was' announced -what was 
•without doubt the most important dis- 
covery concerning' milk in modern 
times. These investigators found that 
milk contains a digestive 
fermenfc 


somewhat resembling the secretions 
of the pancreatic organ of the animal 
body. 
To this agent they gave the 


name "galactase." 
Heretofore the 


ripening of cheese has been explained 
as due to the action of bacteria: these 
investigators tell us that it is galac- 
tase and not bacteria which' causes 
newly 
made cheese 
to gradually 


"break down and become digestible. 
Continued studies by these investiga- 
tors growing 
out of this discovery 


have recently culminated in a prop- 
osed new method of curing cheese. 


This is to place the cheese as soon 


as made in rooms held at much low- 
er temperatures than those that have 
been used for ripening. 
The bac- 


terial organism in the cheese fail to 
develop under these conditions while 
the galactase continues its'digestive 
action/ 
This process', results in pro- 


ducing a thoroughly broken down but 
inild flavored cheese. 
The flavor can 


then be intensified by exposing the 
cheese to higher temperatures before 
it is placed on the market.- 
Practi- 


cal cheese men have shown the keen- 
est interest in these investigations. 


To Detect Tainted^ Milk., .,, 


Working in conjunction with 
Dr.' 


Russell and Mr. J, W..Decker, a grad- 
uate of the Wisconsin Agricultural 
college and now professor of dairying 
in.the Ohio State university, there was 
devised a most ingenious method of 
de'tecting tainted milks at creameries 
and cheese factories, which is now 
known as the "Wisconsin Curd Test." 
The curd test enables the cheese ma- 
ker to-quickly detect any lot or lots 
'of bad milk brought by patrons of 
the factory, and avoiding these, good 
cheese can be made. 
Conservative 


estimates by those in position 
to 


know the importance of the test place 
the value of this one discovery 
to 


, the state of Wisconsin alone at far in 
excess of the cost of the agricultural 
college in all its departments. 
tj 
Dr. Babcock is best known to. the 


dairy world, however, as the inventor 
of what is known as the "Babcock 
Milk Test," a qick, simple and accur-, 


ate method of determining the fat 
in whole milk, skim milk, cream, but- 
termilk, whey and cheese. 
Until re- 


cent times each dairyman manufac- 
tured the milk of his own herd into 
butter on his own farm and disposed 
of the product as best he could 


The invention of centrifugal sepa- 


rators made associated dairying pos- 
sible. 
The milk from fifty farms can 


be brought to one central point where 
one of these machines are in opera- 
tion, and the cream removed, leaving 
the skim milk to be carried back to 
the farms where it may be fed to the 
calves and pigs. 
Then the workmen 


convert the cream into butter which 
goes on the market as creamery but- 
ter. 
• ' 
. 
. 


Where Farmers Get Benefits. 


The only way to divide the money 


at cooperative creameries was 
to 


weigh the milk and give each farm- 
er his share of the earnings in pro- 
portion to,the weight of the milk de- 
livered. 
But here was the trouble. 


One farmer kept cows whose milk 
was very rich in butter fat, while the 
milk from another herd might be low 
in that constituent, and butter 
fat 


was what the 
creameries wanted. 


Since some milk 
might yield five 


pounds 
of butter to the hundred 


weight while that of other herds con- 
tained only three pounds of butter 
to the hundred, it will easily be seen 
that the farmers having the. best cows 
knowing 
these facts in a general 


way, would refuse to pool the-products 
of their, 
herds with those -of their 


neighbors having poorer cows. 


The only way to do justice v;as to 


obtain anzlyses of the milk and in 
those days this could only be done by 
sending samples to skilled chemists' 
whose laboratories were in the cities 
often far away. 
This was practic- 


ally an impossibility. 
Again these 


high speeded centrifugal separators, 
would only do good work in removing 
the fat from the milk when' all 
the 


operations were correctly conducted. 
If the milk was 'fed into the 
ma- 


chine too rapidly, if it was not kept 
at the right temperature, or if 
the 


bowl revolved too slowly, then con- 
siderable butter fat escaped with the 
skim milk and was. lost. 


Therefore 
in order 
to prevent 


heavy losses not only did associated 
dairying call for the weighing and 
analysis of the milk of each, patron 
of the factory separately, but for fre- 
quent analysis of the skim milk as 
it escaped from the separator. Then 
in churning, the operating through 
ignorance or carelessness, might al- 
low large quantities of fat to escape 
in the buttermilk. . 


Millions Saved to State. 


The average milk turned in at Wis- 


consin creameries contain about four 
per cent. fat. 
In olden times- when 


milk was set in shallow pans and the 
cream removed 
tire skim milk re- 


maining usually .-contained at least 
5-10 of one per cent, fat, or about 
one-eighth of all the. fat originally 
in the milk. 
Before the discovery of 


the centrifugal machine many farmers 
poured the fresh milk into deep tin 
cans and set these cans into tanks 
of dee water that the cream might 
rise. 
Under this system the loss 


of fat was usually from 6 to 8 per 
cent, of' the total amount contained 
in the original milk, 


j 
When centrifugal separators 
are 


properly used they hot only enable a 
single operator to skim thousands 
of pounds of milk in a few hours, 
but they reduce the loss of fat to as 
low as 2 per cent., or less, of the orig- 
inal quantity of the milk. 
Until, the 


Babcock test was in use no operator 
of separators was 'in position 
to 


know how-closely the separators un- 
der his charge were working, and in 
a large factory the loss through poor 
or defective skimming could easily 
amount to $10 or |15 per day, and 
such losses were actually occurring 
in many cases. 


As the creamery output of.Wiscon- 


sin is from twelve to fifteen million 
dollars annually, it will be seen that 
5 per cent, saved amounts to at least 
$600,000 a year. 
Mr. O.' Sands, pres- 


ident of the Elgin Creamery, company,- 
and manager of a syndicate of 130 
creameries, recently made the state- 
ment before the Claims committee of 
the Wisconsin legislatre, that to the 
best of" his judgment the Babcock 
milk test saved to the creameries of 
Wisconsin $1,200,000 annually. 
He 


further stated 'that. in the business' 
of his own company the test effects 
j.a saving over, what would be possi- 
ble without such a' test of at least 
$150,000 annually.

Verdict of the Coroner's Jury in the 


Case of John Vollmuch—De- 


tails of the Inqueit. 


A coroners''jury consisting of J. L> 


Bear, John C. Spencer, C. E. Brown 
Charles Curtis, William Brown and H. 
W. Perrigo met at Justice 
Earle's 


court at four o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon and listened to the testimony 
of witnesses of the death of John 
Vollmuth, who was' killed by a. Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul passenger 
train on Sunday morning last. 


Dr. Joseph B. Whiting, Jr., was the 


first witness. 
He saw the deceased 


in a St. Paul baggage car on Sunday 
morning about ten thirty o'clock. He 
was unconscious and was placed ton 
a stretcher and take by the patrol 
wagon to Miss Henderson's hospital 
where he died shortly' after arriving. 
He examined Vollmuth at his home on 
Monday and found him well nourish- 
ed for a man of his. age. 
He should 


think-that he wa.s about sixity years 
of age. 
His right hip was crushed, 


including the head of the thigh bone. 
The pelvis was fractured through the 
right illium a'nd the left hip dislocated' 
His death was caused by the force of 
the blow that he 're t aived. 


'Kiel Hagany, a boy about eleven 


years old, vY\o resides with.his par- 
ents at 52 St. Mary's avenue, 
was 


present at the .time, of- the accident 
and saw, Vollmuth killed. 
He crossed 


the track .at St. Mary's avenue ahead 
o£ Vollmuth, who was walking 'slow- 
ly. A .freight was going out oh the 
Northwestern and he ran across a- 
head of it and Vollmuth followed but 
stopped on the St. Paul tracks to look 
'at the. freight. , 
' 
• ' 


He saw the passenger coming when 
it.was at a cattle guard a short dis- 
tance away. . He looked around 'at 
Vollmuth and saw: him standing with 
one foot inside'of the rail and one out- 
side.. 
He saw Vpllmuth's' 
danger 


and hollored >t liim and motioned .for 
him to come on but did not catch hold 
of him. ' He looked around just as 
the passenger struck him. H-aganey 
did noti think that Vollmuth saw the 
passenger train as he did not see him 
look in that direction. iHe was about 
five feet from Vollmuth when the en- 
gine struck him. and it knocked him 
about ten feet. 
He heard the whistle 


when the train- was about .120 fcet'a- 
way but thought that the Northwest- 
ern engine was puffing so hard .that 
Vollmuth did not hear it. The passen- 
ger was coming- at full speed and Voll- 
muth was walking slowly. 


W. E. Wilson, engineer of the pas- 


senger train said that they left Milton 
at 10:10, a few minutes late, they had 
three cars. 
When they approached 


the crossing he-saw a man 
on the 


track, 
He 'waa looking at a freight 


train going; out on.the Northwestern. 
He immediately applied the air and 
blew the danger signal up to. the time 
his engine struck the man. 
The man 


was about three hundred feet from 
him when he first saw him and put 
on the air and blew the danger signal. 


He never looked around and stood 


with his hack toward the engine. The 
pilot struck him and threw him about 
ten feet. The train was running about 
ten miles a hour when they hit the 
man and he stopped it within four 
car lengths after killing him. 
He 


saw the hoy motion to the-man, but 
he paid no attention to him. 
The 


conductor and a man that lived in Be- 
loit were the first men back to-where 
the man was lying.

Michael Dorsey, the fireman on the 


engine saw the man standing on the 
track with an umbrella in his hand.; 


A hoy ran across the track ahead of 


him and he stopped on the tracks 
with his back to the engine and acted 
as if he did not see us. 


He went out of my sight when the 


engine -was within thirty feet of him. 
He asked the engineer if he had struck 
him and he nodded his head to say yes. 
The engineer put on air as soon as 
he saw the man, who would have been 
out of danger if he had kept on walk- 
ing and hadn't turned around to look 
at the freight. 
There was nothing to 


prevent Vollmuth from seeing the 
train coming for a quarter of a mile. 


W. J. Spencer was the conductor of 


the train. 
He was in the baggage 


car at he time of the accident.. 
He 


heard the whistle and- felt the air. 
He looked out one side of the car but 
could see nothing as he was on the 
wrong side at the time, and by the 
time that he got the other door open 
it was all over and the train was al- 
most stopped. The train was running 
about ten miles an hour at the time. 
He ran back" and helped pick Voll- 
muth up arid put him in the. baggage 
car. 
He was unconscious but was 


breathing.
